Sorrow Aming the Clerks. 
This afternoon the house took up the 
of clerks to commitiees and the 
femagozues had an opportunity to flaunt 
their alleged virtues before the people. A 
resolution providing that the house should 
dispense with clerks of a dozen of the un- 
importa nt committees, wes introduced and 
discussed at length. It finally passed and 
fhe committees were deprived of their 
derks. The argument in favor of this res- 
g@ution made by Mr. Cobb, of Alabama, 
and Mr. Painter, of Kentucky, was that 
aw these committees meet only once or 
twice during a session, there is no necessity 
for clerks to them. 

These speakers declared that the clerk to 
the chairman could act as clerk to the ¢om- 
nittee when needed. 

® When the public understands that the 
chairmen of these committees are not al- 
jowed clerks other than the clerks of the 
qmmittees, they will see the inside mean- 
¥ ing of this sham display of economical 
virtue On the part of the house. It saves 

' the govemmment practically nothing and it 
\ really makes the committees useless. The 
,,cammittces should have been abolished or 

the¢lerks retained . 

' One of the committees deprived of a 

cerk is the committee on education, a 
committee which sometimes has very ‘im- 
portant matters referred to it.

Now this committee is 
made practically useless. 

The clerks to the committees which were 
deprived of clerks today, received a eom- 
pensation of $6 a day.

Colonel Tom Gibson, of Augusta, has 
been reWarded for his services to the de- 
mocracy, and the delicate little kiss im- 
printed on the lips of Baby Ruth during 
his visit here last spring.

The president also found it nee- 
essary to select a bachelor for this consul- 
ate and as Mr. Gibson has always been 
looked upoi as a society man, he was chosen 
as the man to vroperiv represent America 
in the social swim of Svria. 

All the Georgians in Washington are de- 
lizhted at Mr. Gibson’s appointment. He 
was here last spring and made innumerable 
friends. There will be no more popular 
or competent man in the United States 
consular service than ‘Mr. Gibson if he ae- 
cepts. He really deserved qa much better 
appointment and his friends are sorry he 
Was not pleeed nearer home.

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The House Adopts a Kule Which Knocks 
Reed and Tracey Out. 

Washington, September 21.—There were not 
more than one hundred members present when 
the spenker’s gavel called the house to order 
today. The journal having been read, Mr, 
Reed suggested that the document was not 
correct, although h® thought the journal clerk 
had shown good judgment in writing the jour- 
nalas he had, He had stated that the speaker 
had ruled out certain motions yesterday on the 
ground that they were dilatory motions. This 
was not. the fact, though it should have been 
and he ealled the attention of the speaker to 
the matter. 

The speaker replide that, owing to the fact 
that «the committee on rules had been in 
session this morning, he had net had an op- 
portunity to examine the journal, but, from 
listening to it, he was of the impression that 
it was not correct. He took tie journal to 
ex ihine it, and while he was doing so, Messrs. 
Reed and Outhwaite had a pleasant little 
passage with vocal foils, which disturbed the 
speaker in his examination, and he finally 
called both gentlemen to order, and stated 
that debate was out of order. 

Thereupon, Mr. Reed suggested that the 
approval of the journal be postpoied until the 
speaker had an opportunity to examine if, 
no rights of any member to find objection to 
it being surrendered ip the meantime, This 
course was followed, and the house proceeded 
to business without approving the journal. 

Two Weeks for Debate. 

Mr. Catchings, from the committee on rules, 
reported a resolution providing that. on Sep- 
tembef 26th, the house shall proceed to the 
consideration of the federal election bill, and 
that debate shall continue until October 9th, 
at the close of whieh day the previous ques- 
tion shall be considered as ordered on the bill 
in all its stages, and that on October 10th, 
the various votes shall be taken, without de- 
Dite or intervening motions. 

Mr. Catehings demanded the previous ques- 
tion. fand the yeas and nays were ordered, 

The previous question was ordered—yeas 
175. pays 4. 

The report of the committee on rules was 
adopted—yeas 179, nays 3. 

Mr. Rusk, democrat, of Maryland, presented 
a report from the committee on accounts, 
recommending that the committees to which 
clerks were assiguwed in the fifty-second con- 
gress—thirty-ix in number—be assigned clerks 
in the fiftv-third congress. 

Mr. Paynter, of Kentucky, for filmself and 
Mr. Machler, democrat, of Pennsylvania, pre- 
sented a minority report recommending that 
all of the more unimportant committees be not 
assigned clerks, and that all clerks not made 
annnal by the statute be limited to the session 
roll. 


Committeet with Little Work. 

These reports provoked a rather heated de- 
pate, in the course of which Mr. Vavynter 
stated that he had not expect] to make a 
minority report, but for reasons which he 
would not then explain he had changed his 
ming. Dut he felt it his duty to give to the 
house the informatiow respecting the work of 
some of the committees he had gathered as 
a member of the committee on accounts, He 
had fownd he said, that the several commit- 
tees on expenditures in the various depuart- 
ments, for instance, had not averaged more 
than one report a year for the past eighteen 
years. One committee in the senate has 
jurisdiction of all matters referred to these 
eight or nine committees in the house, and, 
if he could do so by his vote, he would wipe 
them out of existence. There were fifteen 
eommittees which he would suggest in the 
interest of rractical economy, be deprived of 
clerks. 

Mr. Paynter was subjected to a lively cross-

But the Situation in Brunswick 
Makes the Heart Sick. 


ISSUES A TOUCHING APPEAL

The City Is Entirely Dependent Upon the 
Generosity of the American People. 
A Few Brave Men Remain, 


Brunswick, Ga., September 21.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Winkler, the mother of the bather, 
Charles Winkler, died today. 

Sarah Bland, of 101 North Albany street, 
and Lula Scott, of 624 B street, were the 
only new cases reported. Both of these 
women are mulattos. James Sinclair was 
discharged as cured. Seventeen cases are 
how under treatment in the city. 

Dr. Robert Burford, recently appointed 
quarantine officer, will make his headquar- 
ters in Brunswick and is treating patients. 

Fire in a Carload of Hay. 

Fire broke out at 8 o'clock tenight in a 
Kansas City and Fort Scott car, No. 194, 
loaded with hay. Chief Saunders with’ the 
department extinguished the fire quickly. 
Twenty cars loaded with rosin were on 
the tracks within five feet of the hay, but 
quick work prevented a serious contlagra- 
tion. It is thought to be of incendiary 
origin. No jail will be needed for any 
burglars or incendiaries who may be caught. 
There are but few able-bodied white men 
here and martail iaw will prevail. 

The Epidemic of 1876. 

On October 2l1st, seventeen years ago, 
the epidemic in Brunswick was declared 
over owing to a lack of food for it to feed 
upon. An old paper of that date. which 
1 now have, states that 400 were that day 
down with the seourge. Then Colonel 
Goodyear was secretary of the relief com- 
mittee, and today he is again on the re- 
lief board doing noble work. He was also 
the unoftticial obituary writer then and 
on every death he was asked to write aa 
obituary. One day he wrote an obituary 
by the request on the death of an Irishman. 
The Irishman recovered and Colonel Good- 
year had to hide out from his wrath. Two 
days afterwards, Colonel Goodyear, who 
had never had the fever up to that time, 
was stricken and was soon reported dead. 
fle lay in a comatose state and heard or- 
ders given to dig his grave. Later his cof- 
fin was laid beside his bed and -he was 
powerless to cry out. Fortunately the 
dead wagon was late that day and he 
showed signs of life before they placed him 
in the coflin. He lived to help Bruns- 
wick in her further peril as he has always 
done in the past. 

Keep Away Until Frost. 

The old paper has a notice to refugees 
in it stating that able physicians from Mo- 
bile and elsewhere say that those who re- 
turn before black frost are certain to catch 
the fever and such cases are almost al- 
ways fatal. The city authorities, the 
health board and the relief association 
all united in an appeal to the citizens to 
sy away. The Constitution correspondent 
would warn all that the surgeons and phy- 
sicians here today say the same thing and 
those who are away had better not return 
before ice. The present fever in Bruns- 
wick is under easy control of the surgeons 
and physicians. The searcity of cases and 
deaths shows how much easier it is to han- 
‘die the epidemic in Brunswick now in her 
condition and wita 0,QU0 peo-

He said that Brunswick 
now had all the horrors of an epidemic with- 
out the great mortality and sickness that 
nsually follow in the wake of an epidemic. 
He said the yellow fever here was light and 
he could easily handle it with his forces. He 
could not, however. appease the hungry poor, 
and especially desired the organized bodies 
eovyerning Brunswick now to oflicially issue a 
statement to the people of the United States 
concerning Brunswick's actual condition; give 
it to the generous press of the country and 
ask them to publish it so that the world could 
renlize Brunswick's helplessness and send re- 
lief. 

The bodies immediately acted and delegated 
Colonel Goodyear to draw up the statement 
and hand it to the correspondents. Colonel 
Goodyear’s statement is a model of correct- 
ness and will be read with interest. He 
siys in the opening lines: 

Reviewing the Plague. 

“T have been requested by the board of 
health and relief association of Brunswick to 
prepare for publication a statement of the 
conditions preceding and since the announce- 
ment of yellow fever, that a generous publie 
inav understand the reason why, with com- 
paratively few cases of yellow fever to date, 
the need of help is as urgent and imperative 


scores each day. Brunswick, whose growth 
from 1880 to- 1890 had been phenomenal in 
business and population, and which had taken 
on something of the speculative and boom 
spirit of the times, with the last dollar of 
every citizen invested in something which had 
the quality of futures, was: hard hit by the 
stringency in financial affairs, which, com- 
mencing in 1890, has not abated its energy in 
any part of the country to a very recent 
period and seems epidemic. Her financia 
troubles culminated in May last. when three 
of our banks, with total deposits of nearly 
$400,000, of which at least $250,000 were the 
direct savings of our home people, closed their 
doors. As if this was not enough of trouble 
our business, due to temporary causes from 
February to August, when the fever appeared, 
had fallen off fearfully with the exception of 
the cotton and phosphate business, the re- 
duction in number of vessels entering and 
elegring being so great as to raise the ques- 
tion whether our pilots, ustally prosperous, 
could hold their own. Hundreds of heads of 
families, ordinarily bread winners, were 
thrown out of employment and the savings 
of those who had been provided were locked 
up in broken banks and were unavailable. 
General Suffering. a 


Widespread suffering prevailed, due to these 
causes before the announcement of the first 
case of yellow fever. Brunswick's growth 
in population from 2.900 in 1880 to over 10,000 
jn 1890 and continue’ crowth sinre. was of a 
class not familiar with yellow fever. Those 
who had suffered from the disease in 1876 
and had remained here were a small qninority 
of the population. None can even understand, 
unless they can see it for themselves, the 
dread and ‘horror of yellow fever among those 
who have not passed through it. Strong and 
brave men, men who would be safe material

On Monday morning, August 2ist, the day 
after Dr. Branham’s burial, the Harris case 
Was announced.

Empty Trea aury.

small supply was limited to the extremely 
destitute of both races. | Their wants were 
ascertained by canvasser® in each of the five 
city wards under directigm of our preachers, 
Thompson and Cook; ou . ice force was in- 
creased; and Brunswick @nd its property es- 
caped a great peril. 

Quarantine Raised. 

Sixteen days having elapsed since the sec- 
ond case without another. suspicious case, 
the quarantine was raised, Many absentees 
returned and stores were opened. Hope and 
faith came back; business was renewed hy a 
people who have conquered many obsta- 
cles. 

New Cases Developed, 

Twenty-two days after the second case 
two cases were discovered, both of which 
died, and both of which, by autopsy, the 
highest possible test, were proven yellow fe- 
ver, and a third case broke out in a remote 
center of the city. 

The number to date has reached twenty- 
six cases. The poison ig here. Upon -that 
all are agreed. 

Eleven cases were reported Sunday, the 
17th. Monday there were but four, Tuesday 
but one, Wednesday none, today two new 
cases and one death. The disease has tnfected 
nearly the entire city, Dat acts strangely. 
Whether it will break out with violence and 
sweep the city or continue’its slow move- 
ments, no one can answer. 

We can only hope that in addition to our de- 
plorable state we may not be called upon to 
drink this last bitter cup. But, fast or slow, 
the potson is here to stay until frost. For 
forty days, except a brief interval, we have 
been hemmed in by a gid quarantine. It 
has suspended every Tine ef business. A cen- 
sus. Carefully taken, shows the total popula- 
tien remaining in the ¢ity to he 5.547, of 
which two-lifths are’ white, three-fifths are 
colored. The same census shows two-thirds 
of the families to be without means to pro- 
eure sustenance, and the distress is as great 
among the whités as it is among the blacks. 
That number must increase. The present 
condition, whether we have any considerate 
increase of sickness or net, will céntinue. 
probably not less than fifty days longer. ‘The 
present condition is grave and critical; the 
condition, if sufficient measy¥re of ‘relief does

Of the number who have left 
the city prohably at least 1,000 have refugeed 
in Glynn county, The‘population of the 
country outside of the city thus increased will 
reach 5,000. The census of inhabitants re- 
maining in the city shows 5,407 more, 
It’s a Sad Picture. 

A total of more than 10,000 need assistance, 
and of these the needy and deserving must be 
fed. They will be fed, because the American 
people do not let suffering continue when 
they understand the need for help, and the 
need is here, urgent, pressing. We who are 
trying as a relief association and board of 
health to grapple with these conditions, need 
the aid of @ generous public, and need it 
now. We may or may not have death and 
suffering on a broad scale to face, but there 
is not one of us, nor is there a physician or 
a preacher, who does not meet with suffering 
each day which makes the heart bleed, The 
facts are calmly and dispassionately stated. 
The picture is under, rather than overdrawn. 
So far, the government has in no way come 
to our aid, except in the effort to deal with 
the disease. If it acts at all, which now 
seems doubtful, its machinery is slow, 
especially if congressional action is necessary, 
and, us our needs are urgent 
andl just, the unswer will con. 
tmue to come from a generous people. 
Whether the disease increases or not, we are 
bere, held here, for the benefit of the outside 
world; held here that this poison may ex- 
haust its force here and not injure others.

Will Open with the Chestnut Burs. 

Selma, Ala., September 21.—(Special.)—The 
board of health of the city of Selma, Ala., 
today adopted resolutions that no person 
passing through Athkinta, Ga., shall be allowed 
to enter Selma while the epidemic continues 
at Brunswick and refugees are received in 
Atlanta. 

Yellow Fever Abroad. 

London, September 21.—The health authori- 
ties at Portland declare that the sickness on 
board the Russian schooner Ligo is yellow 
fever. The Ligo, under command of Captain 
Kirsten, sailed from Wilmington, N. C., Au- 
gust Sth for London. She put into Portland 
Tuesday in charge of her mate, Captain 
Kirsten having died on the voyage, The sec- 
ond mate was also taken sick on the passage 
and died before the schooner reached Port- 
land.

Thousands Flock to the Spot to Wit- 
ness the Cruel Act. 


THREATS AGAINST MAYOR TROUT 


The Mob Searched His House, but He Was 
Not There, Luckily for Him—A 
Sullen Quiet Reigns.. 


Roanoke, Va., September 21.—Robert 
Smith, the negro who so brutally assaulted 
Mrs. Henry Bishop yesterday and to save 
whose life a number of citizens were shot 
down, paid a horrible penaity for his dev- 
ilish crime, shortly beforg 5. o’clock this 
morning. 

While J. Allen Watts, Judge Woods and 
others were addressing the crowd, Sergeant 
Griflin, with two officers took the negro 
from the jail and spirited him out of town. 
They carried him across the river into the 
woods but towards daylight they were 
notified that squads of men were scouring 
the entire adjacent country. They thought 
it best to bring their prisoner back to town 
and place him in jail. 

They were proceeding to the jail and on 
Franklin road near Tenth avenue, a squad 
of men, about twenty in number, rushed 
upon them and took the prisoner. With 
shouts and yells the determined men hurried 
the negro to the nearest tree. He was 
hanged to a hickory limb and his body 
riddled with bullets and horribly mangled. 
It was all over by 5 o'clock, and the small 
body of men who had done their work well, 
had dispersed. 

A Horrible Sight. 

With the break of day, crowds of people 
began to throng the streets leading to the 
scene of the latest tragedy in this terrible 
drama. The sight was horrible to behold. 
Dangling at the end of a small hemp rope 
was the dead body of the negro. His face 
Was bloody, distorted and swollen. A 
load of shot had been fired into his back, 
literally tearing his coat to pieces. 

The job was Well executed. The rope 
was tied in a regulation hangman’s knot 
and the negro’s feet was well above the 
ground. 

Coroner Gray and a jury repaired early 
to the scene of the lynching and after view- 
ing the body of the dead man rendered a 
verdict that the negro came to his death at 
the hands of persons unknown to them. 

After the inquest, the oflicers were or- 
dered to take charge of the body, but the 
surging mass of avenging men, which had 
by. this time assembled would not let them 
touch him. A coal cart passing. near by 
‘Was pressed into service and the body 
thrown into it. It was then hauled to 
Mayor ‘Trout’s residence, on Campbell 
avenue it seemed to be the intention of 
the mob to Lury jt in his front yard. 


The Body Cremated, 

At this critical moment, Rev. W. C. 
Campbell appeared upon the scene and 
told the mob that such procedure would 
never do. He spoke kindly to them, and 
at last disuaded them from carrying out 
their plan. The body, during this time, 
* had not been removed from the eart, so at 
the suggestion of some one in the crowd, 
they took it over to the edge of the river 
to burn it. Fences were torn down, store 
boxes taken and some one with an ax cut 
down several cedar trees near by. The 
dry wood was laid im a lurge pile. but ar- 
ranged so it would burn freely, and on this 
heap the negro’s body was laid. On top 
of all, the cedar boughs were thrown and 
then just before ‘touching the match to it, 
two gallons of coal oil was poured on the 
dry wood. ‘The match was touched to it, 
and the flames from the burning oil shot 
rapidly up. 

It was an awful sight, and all present 
felt as if the fiend had met his just punish- 
ment. 

Adding Fuel to the Fire. 

Tt was not long before the crowd dis- 
persed, but all the morning men and some- 
times an occasional woman Were seen going 
towards the place of the burning in squads 
of three to five. Every one that went 
seemed to wish to contribute some- 
thing to the blaze by throwing a twig or 
chip on it. 

All that was remaining of Smith at noon 
was a few ashes and bere and there a bone, 
but the fire was still burning fiercely and 


those standing around said that it should 
burn until not a vestige is left.

Shortly after his departure a crowd went 
to the Ponce de Leon hotel, demanding 
the mayor. They were assured by the 
clerk that Mr. Trout was not there, bur

premises. Not finding him there, the crowd 
went to Mayor Trout’s residence on West 
Campbell avenue, where a thorough but 
fruitiess search was made for him.

Van Alen Gave 850,000 to the Campaign 
Fund and Goes to Italy. 

Washington, September 21.—(Special.)— 
The New York World of this morning 
comes out in a three-cohimn story, in which 
it intimates that Mr. J. J. Van Alen, of 
England and Newport, who is chosen by 
Mr. Cleveland to be the first American 
ambassador to Italy, secured his appoint- 
ment through liberal subscriptions to the 
‘ampaign fund. Mr. Van Alen is, to use 


his own words, “one of the gentry,” and 


says: ““America is no fit place for ladies 
and gentlemen to live in.” For months the 
appointment of Mr. Van Alen has been dis- 
cussed, but everybody who knows him 
knew that his appointment could not be 
justified by any worthy argument. 

It is a secret among Van Alen’s friends 


that he paid for his ambagsadorship, and 


one of his most cordial supporters said at 
a Newport dinner last August: “If Van 
Alen does not get that appointment the 
democratic party need expect no aid from 
the gentlemen in the future. A politician 
whom you all know gave his word as a 
gentleman that Van Alen wauld get tie 
ambassadorship. Van Alen gave $50,- 
QUO to help Cleveland’s election when the 
democrats needed the money badly. He 
paid for the office like a gentleman, and if 
he does not get it, the democrats may have 
to get along without the gentleman’s help 
in the future. 

The World thus describes the man who 
is to represent the United States in a for- 
eign country: “Mr. Van Alen has done 
nothing in politics, nothing m any direction, 
that would. make him otherwise than con- 
temptible in the eyes of self respecting 
working Americans. He comes to New- 
port for a short time in the summer. The 
rest of the time he lives in England. He 
had himself elected president of the New- 
port Democratie Club. The president of 
the democratic club made him ambassador 
to Italy. It is funnier than anything 
in opera bouffet. It will interest Ameri- 
cans to learn what sort of a bargain they 
‘made when they traded the post of Ameri- 
can ambassador to Italy for J. Van Alen 
and $50,000.” 

“Van Alen is short and fat. He prides 
himself on his resemblance to the prifite 
of Wales. A string jong enough to reach 
around Van Alen’s body at the equator 
would reach from his head to his heels He 
wears a single eyeglass, with a heavy string 
attached. He speaks with what he is 
pleased to consider an English accent. It 
is a weird bastard cockney, which fills 
Englishmen with wonder...it is the ‘sort 
of English accent that a man with no tal- 
ent for imitating might gct from hansom 
eab drivers and strand barmaids. He is 
about. forty-five vears old. He wears white 
sprats and his legs make him look like 
Diodati Thompson. A prize fighting gen- 
tleman of the bowery was brought to New- 
port to train fat off Van Allen. The work 
was begun in the cellar. The fighting gen- 
tleman, called ‘One-eyed Connelly,’ said 
to other Newport men whom he had train- 
ed, that he had never in his hard life met 
a man who seemed less fit to be on earth 
than Van Alen. 

“Van Alen has all the vanites that an 
American ambassador could do without. 
He is determined to drive four-in-hand be- 
cause it is his idea of what is proper, and 
he persists in it, although he endangers 
precious human lives in the process. He 
informs, whoever will listen, that he keeps 
English mustard in a mustard pot of Eng- 
lish silver, and k’rench mustard in a French 
mustard pot. He entertains few convic- 
tions, except those which refer to clothes, 
horses and Seotech whisky. His sole in- 
tellectual conviction is the one already 
quoted, that America is not a fit place for 
ladies and gentlemen to live in. ‘This con- 
viction he expresses frequently. 

“It has been said that William C. Whit- 
ney helped Van _ Allen, as a reward for 
services of a social sort, rendered when 
Whitney first went to Newport. That is 
nousense, as it is only a few years ago 
that Van Aien Was received by nobody. 
Mr Cleveland certainly does not know the 
character of the nran whom he is sending 
to Rome. He is sending a seeond-hand 
Englishman who will be despised by Amer- 
jeans ald ignored by Englishmén. This ap- 
pointment insults every citizen who does 
not share the conviction that this country 
is unfit for ladies and gentlemen. It in- 
sults every worthy American who has 
represented this country abroad from Frank-

CLOTURE IN THE SENATE. 


The Goldbugs Make a Move Lvoking to the 
« losing of the Debate. 

Washington, September 21.—Mr. Peffer re- 
introduced the bill to provide for a bureau 
of loans, and asked that it lie on the table 
for the present. It is, with some modilica- 
tions, the same as be introduced id May, 
1802. 

Mr. Platt offered the resolution for cloture 
of which be gave notice last Tuesday. He ad- 
vocated the advuption of his proposition. 
The rules of the senate, Mr. Platt said, ought 
to facilitate the transaction of business.

That might or might not result in a vote 
either on the repeal bill or om any great 
measure over Which a great contest Was made. 
It had not resulted in reaching a vote on 
what was called the force bill, although sen- 
ators had sat up one night over it. 
offered his resolution in good faith. As one 
member of the minority side of the chamber 
he would stand by it through thick and tnin. 
He did not present it by authority of the 
minority. He offered it in good faith, be- 
lieving that it was practically the only way 
by which a vote could be reached on the re- 
peal bill. 

Mr. Voorhees said that he felt that the

The developments of yesterday were by no 
means the least remarkabie teature or the 
According to the statement of the 
United States uuthorities, they knew on 
the morning of August llth that a mail 
pouch sent trom the postotice to the Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern train had been 
stulen between the othee and the depot. 
This wus nearly six weeks ago and the 
task of fixing the responsibility was not 
apparently a very complicated one. At 
auy rate it Was absolutely certain that the 
pouch had disappeared while in the custody 
of some one of not over three or four men, 
but up to date, no progress whatever has 
been made in ferreting out the crime. 

‘the tacts of the case, as reported to 
the government inspector on August 12th, 
were as tollows: 

The outward bound mail for the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northen is sent to the train 
in the morning in two consignments. As 
a rule, the mail for transient is already 
made up and locked in pouches when it 
reaches the city and is simply transterred 
from one train to the other. But as there 
is only one mail train a day on the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern, the mail destined 
for it is not pouched but sent to the Atlanta

SHOT HIM DOWN. 


_A North Dakota Man Kills Another for 


Assaulting His Child. 

Grand Forks, N. D., September 21.—Grand 
Forks is intensely excited over a murder 
which occurred shortly after daylight this 
morning. The man who did the shooting was 
} F. Murphy, president of the State bank, 
of Reynolds, and long a prominent business 
man_of this city. Charles Link had attempt- 
el to rape Murphy’s six-year-old daughter 
about three weeks ago, and again night be- 
fore last.

ANOTHER MUSDER EXPLAINED. 


A Negro Who Was Let Into the Secret Tells 
How Wells Was Killed. 

Dawson, Ga., September - 21.—(Special.)— 
Henry Crawford, one of the negroes in jail 
connected with the Wells murder, today dis- 
closed the entire affair concerning the atro- 
cious crime. He says that on last Saturday 
morning he, Jim Majors and Harrison Ste- 
vens went hunting near Wright's bridze. 
Majors and Stevens wished to go above the 
bridge on Wells’s land, as hunting was better 
there than below the bridge. Crawford said 
he refused, Mr. Wells’s land being posted 
and hunting prohibited thereon. They sepa- 
rated, the two former going avove on Wells's 
land and Crawford going down in the swum). 

Soon ¢afcerwards these two came to him 
and seemed much excited. They revealed a 
secret to him, saying Mr. Wells had caught 
them on his land and got after them about 
it. A controversy arose. Wells talked about 
prosecuting them, and, while remonstrating 
with Majors about the matter, Stevens shot 
him dead. They urged Crawford that all 
must stick together and feign ignorance of 
the affair. Secrutcheons, the other negro in 
jail. came along about the time the shooting 
occurred, and doubtless Knew all about it, 
and is an accessory after the fact. The coro- 
ner’s jury will most likely conclude investiga- 
tions here in Dawson tomorrow, as it is 
deemed unsafe to take the prisoners to Bron- 
wood. 

It is thought that Judge Griggs will hold a 
special session of Terrell superior court next 
week and try these negroes. There will be 
no lynching. as the gvod citizens of Bron. 
wood and Dawsen oppose it, desiring the law 
to take its course. 

Ex-Judge Guerry is representing the state 
in ferreting out this awful crime and is doing 
valuable service in unearthing the guilt of 
the prisoners. He says that there will be 
no lynching and his influence is vigoronsly 
exerted against it. The good citizens of 
Terrell county. while profoundly stirred and 
indignant at the diabolical crime, believe in 
the law being respected.

On my return I find an articie from The 
Chicago Mail which doves both the secretary 
and myself a great injustice. 

[ refer to an extract from The Chicago 
Mail of recent date. In that I am represented 
as having said sume uncomplimentary things 
about the poticy of the secretary of the in- 
terior in the matter of opening up the outiet 
to settlement. a 

I desire to denounce the statements con- 
tained in the extract taken from The Mail as 
absolutely false in every particular. 

I did not, and could not, say anything of the 
sort, for the reason that my judgment ap- 
proved of the course adopted by the secretary, 

It has been taken for granted, by those who 
are anxious to cripple the administration, that 
much suffering was caused umomg the home 
seekers in the west on aceount of the plan of 
registration adopted by the secretary. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth. 
Whatever may be truthfully said abont the 
scarcity of wood and water among the 
settlers would be an incident to any plan of 
settlement that could possibly be adopted. 

The people were assembled around the mar- 
gin of the outlet in great number for weeks 
before the registration began. Many if not 
most of the home seekers traveled a long dis- 
tance and camped about the borders of the 
strip in order that they might obtain informa- 
tion about the new country by inguiring and 
observation. This it was, and not the plan 
of registration, which cansed the assembling 
of the peopig. If there had been no registra- 
tion the great theengs would have been there 
all the same. This was true of the opening of 
the Oklahoma territory forr years ago. 

The plan of the secretary was a wise and 
thoughtful device conceived in the interest of 
the honest home seeker. It was intended to 
defeat what is known as the sooner and the 
speculator. and that it did_have a great ten- 
cones in that direction no thoughtful man can 

onht. 

The opening was to be made at 12 o’clock 
noon on the 16th of September. and it was 
desired that everv man should have an equal 
chance, and that as far as it could be pre- 
vented no man should enter the territory he 
fore that honr. Byring the last five daya 
hefore the opening the people were required 
to register In crder that each one might ob- 
tain a certificate that would give him the 
So that plan necessarily 
brought every one ontside of the strip at some 
time Auring those five days. While the regis- 
tration wae going on the military were +ousy 
pstroling the interior and arresting any one 
who should be found on the inside without a 
proner permit.

Now. while same did. in esnite of all 
these precautions, enter the strin hefore the 
hour of noon on the 16th of Sentember. they 
econstitnte a small nercentage of the number 
that would have d@ne so but for the plan of 
the secretary.

A Victim of the Gold Craze. 

It turns out that the man who robbed 
the Philadelphia mint of $134,000 worth 
of gold bars is a trusted employe of the 
government. 

The thief is Henry S. Cochran, an old 
man who has been employed by the mint 
for the past forty-three years. When 
Chief Drummond asked him to assist in 
catching the robber, he considered the 
matter a& moment, and then said: “I 
stole that gold myself!” 

He gave a detailed account of his op- 
erations. During eight years he stole 
$34,000 in gold bars, and recently he 
toak $100,000 worth of the bullion in ten 
days. His method was to push a crook- 
ed wire through the latticed iron door 
of the vault and pull a bar out at the 
bottom of the door. Finding it easy 
to take the bullion without detection, he 
finally made the big haul which led to his 
discovery. He told the chief that he 
had served the government along time 
for a low salary and had saved it so 
much money that he thought he was en- 
titled to a share of its profits. 

The authorities seem to think that 
Cochran is mentally unbalanced and will 
be sent to an asylum. He trembles 
every time he speaks of gold and the 
word itself seems to fascinate him. He 
has turned over nearly all of the stolen 
bullion, and his $50,000 residence in the 
suburbs of Philadelphia will make his 
shortage good. 

It is a sad case. This old man is 
simply a victim of the gold craze. He 
has all his life been active in church 
work ,and at heart is believed to be 
strictly honest. Even now his supe- 
riors say that they would trust him with 
millions of greenbacks, or any money 
except gold. The yellow metal tempts 
him, and he cannot gaze upon it with- 
ofit an irresistible desire to make it his 
own. 

Gold has crazed others besides Coch- 
ran. There are men who love it so 
madly that in order to acquire mere of 
it they would paralyze business and pros- 
trate industry and drive the toiling mil- 
lions into poverty and surfdom. These 
lovers of gold do not follow Cochran's 
method and pull bullion out of a vault 
with a crooked wire, but they work 
crooked wires that pull millions out of 
the pockets of the niasses, and they are 
shrewd enough to do it inside of the 
law. 

Yet, these fellows are just as crazy 
as poor Cochran, and from the same 
cause—the love of gold. It is a pity that 
they cannot be sent with him to the 
asylum, before their unnatural greed 
results in driving others there. 


Lawlessness Everywhere. 

‘The deplorable lawlessness on the out- 
skirts of New Orleans, and at Roanoke, 
Va:, cannot. be defended, but when we 
turn our attention to other sections of 
the country it will be seen that they are 
also more or less under the domination 
of Judge Lynch. 

At Lebanon, Ill, the other day, a 
white man wanted to marry a black 
woman twenty years his senior. Under 
the laws of tthe state he had the right 
to marry her, but the citizens gave him 
a beating, and ducked him in a pond, 
and drove the woman out of town. 

At Columbus, Ind., Mrs. Schrader was 
taken from her home by whitecaps and 
whipped on the bare back until the 
blood was drawn. The woman was 
respectable, and the whitecaps were 
all prominent and well to do citizens. 
The victim’s offense consisted in her re- 
fusal to allow her children to be brought 
up in the Lutheran church. 

If this sort of thing is to go on, every 
sta'te in the union should be represented 
in the approaching congress of anarch- 
ists in Chicago. ‘The fact is, our peo- 
ple are so busy with their own affairs 
that they fail to note the tremendous 
strides of anarchy in this country. At 
first, lynch law war only resorted to as a 
punishment for felonious outrages upon 
women.

The tax digest of Fulton county shows 
an increase in the value of property over 
last year of $1,564,104. 

Such an increase in the midst of hard 
times cannot fail to attract attention. 
It tells the story of our progress better 
than anything else could. 

but if the county tax book is a sur- 
prise, what shall we say when we ana- 


lyze the returns, and see the figure At- 
x 


lanta cuts in this splendid exhibit? The 
increase during the past year in the 
Value of city real estate is $1,737,258. 
The cotton factories show an inerease of 
$913,425. This speaks for itself, but 
there is more to be said. When the city 
tax collector closed his books Wednesday 
night he had taken jin nearly $70,000 
that day. Now, in ‘the easy times of 
ISD] the tax collector tapk in $356,959.22. 
and on the last day he took in about 
$40,000. In 1892 the receipts were 
$442,477.80, and on the last day about 
$47,000 was taken in. In this depressed 
year, 1893, the receipts are $482,720.48. 
and on the last day $68,000 was col- 
lected. 

Atlanta and Fulton county present 
these statistics when there is universal 
talk of hard times; when there is a gen- 
eral slump in values and when the taxa- 
ble property of the state has decreased 
$11,000,000, 

We do not claim that this showing 
proves that Atlanta has eseaped the de- 
pression, but we claim that in spite of 
unfavorable conditions we have made 
genuine and gratifying progress. At- 
lanta now pays about one-seventh of the 
taxes of the state, and she will continue 
to pay more every year. . Fortunately, 
the people of Georgia show a cordial and 
appreciative recognition of the capital 
city as a factor of enterprise and pros- 
perity, and there is no longer an effort 
on the part of rivals and competitors to 
obstruct her progress. All Georgians 
feel proud of their leading metropolis, 
and they feel ‘that her progress and pros- 
perity will directly and indirectly ad- 
vance the general welfare of the state. 

Undoubtedly we. are having a spell of 
1ard times. But this only serves to 
emphasize the showing made by our tax 
books. If we are a million and a half 
dollars richer than we were a year ago, 
we have a right to expect still bigger 
things during the coming year under 
more prosperous conditions. 


A Very Dishonest Dollar. 
During the five years following the 
close of the war we had $47 per capita 
in circulation. The farmers received 
$28.01 for an average acre of cotton and 
$13.16 for an average acre of wheat. 
That is to say, the greenbacks they re- 


ceived would ~have purchased the 
amounts named in gold. Prices were 


high, money was flush, trade and indus- 
try were at their best and all the toilers 
in the land were at work at good wages. 
That was the ideal period of our pros- 
perity, and it bas never been equaled be- 
fore or since. 

The money rings, however, claimed 
that all this happiness and prosperity 
was fictitious, and they went to work in 
in organized way to revolutionize the 
financial system of the country and sub- 
stitute what they called the honest dol- 
lar. They demonetized silver and con- 
tracted the currency. Today we have 
about $25 per capita in circulation. The 
farmers get for an average acre of cotton 
$10.65 and for an acre of wheat $6. 
Other products have fallen in propor- 
tion. Men get so little for their labor 
and its products that they are no longer 
able to purchase more than the bare 
necessaries of life: The farmers under 
the reign of the so-called honest dollar 
vill lose one billion five hundred and 
sixty-three million dollars this year, com- 
pared with their earnings and profits for 
any year between 1865 and 1871. 

The contraction of the currency and 
the demonctization of silver have so de- 
moralized the commerce and industry 
of the country that 2,000,000 people are 
unable to get employment. The farmers 
have to sell their crops for less than fair 
prices, and the money rings of the east 
are the only classes that reap any profit 
out of the situation. 

The farmers and wage-earners who 
have been driven into poverty take no 
stock in all this talk of the gold sharks 
about an honest dollar. They declare 
that it isa verv dishonest dollar which is 
responsible for this unnatural state of 
affairs. They maintain that a dollar 
worth one Imndred and fifty cents can- 
not in the nature of things possess even 
common honesty. They are forced to 
the conclusion that it is practically reb- 
bery to establish a dollar which re 
duced industry to a starvation basis and 
enables the money rings of the east 
to buy labor and its products at half 
price. 

The common people are not going to 
be muddled by all the talk ‘they hear 
about international agreements, a new 
raiio and the extension of the national

SOME GEORGIA STORIES. 


Hon. Thomas Adamson, of Philadelphia, 
has decided to spend the winter with his son, 
Mr. J. Wright Adamson, in Wedartown. Mr. 
Adamson bears the distinction of being the 
oldest representative in the consular service 
in point of years this government has ever 
had. He began his public career. November 
25, 1861, when he was appointed consul to 
Pernambuco, Brazil, and has since served the 
United States in a diplomatic capacity at 
several foreign governments. 

Besides his duties as consul general of the 
United States at Panama, Mr. Adamson was 
charged with care of the interests of several 
other nations. By an agreement between the 
United States and Switzerland the consular 
officers of the United States may act in bebalf 
of Swiss interests in countries whera there 
is no resident Swiss consul. Owing te a 
vacancy on the Swiss consulate at Panama, 
Mr. Adamson »rerformed the duties of that 
office for six years. 

At the request of the Chinese government 
he was authorized by the United States 
government to exert his good offices in behalf 
of Chimese subjects residing in the department 
of Panama, and was virtually the consul of 
the Chinese Empire. In recognition of his 
services in protecting the interests of the 
Chinese colony on the Isthmus of Panama, the 
emperor of China conferred upon him the 
medal of the order of the Double Dragon. 

The governments of Turkey and Liberia had 
in 1885 also requested the department of state 
at Washington to permit Mr. Adamson to act 
in behalf of their subjects and citizens, which 
duty was performed to the satisfaction of 
those concerned. 

Mr. Adamson’s consular service extended 
over a period of thirty-one and a half years.

Mr. W. K. Steer, a Floridian, who is On 
his way back from Chicago, spent a few 
hours at the ‘Markham yesterday. 

“It was my second visit to the fair,” said 
he, in tasking of his trip, “and mést of it | 
enjoyed even more than the first time I wag 
there.

I spent a 
good deai of my time in Midway on this trip 
and I must confess I was disappointed. If 
I had not seen it before it would probably 
have been different, however?’ 


Mr. Don Bain, who is just back from a 
trip to Chicago and a stay in New York, 
where he spent some time, brings additional 
evidence of the favorable condition of affairs 
in Atlanta as compared with other cities of 
the north and west. 

“Chicago is, of course, dively,”” says he, 
“With the people pouring about two miilion 
do‘lars a day into that city it couidn’t be 
Otherwise than prosperous. ‘That is especial 
ly true of the retail trade, the hote's and 
the sajoons. But outside of Chicago things 
are in an anything ‘but favorable conditiou, 
There is no city that I have seen that gives 
such evidence of prosperity as this. I was 
in Pittsburg and through Pennsylvania, and 
I found the same state of affairs everywhere. 
Business is practically stagnant; there is no 
building whatever going on, and everybody 
is talking of hard times. Why, when I toia 
those feilows up there how 'we ‘were going 
ahead svith building despite tae hard times, 
they iaughed at me. We may think we 
have cause to complain, but we are undoubt- 
ediy in very much better condition than any, 
other city in the country.”*

Governor Northen and State Schoo! Com- 
missioner Bradwell ieave this morning for 
Chickamauga, where they go to attend a big 
educational rally of four counties. The visit 
is one of special interest and significance to 
Captain Bradwell. 

“It is just thirty years ago that I was 
there,’” he explained. “Thirty years ago 
today. I ‘was there on a very different miis- 
sion that day—one by no means so pleasant.” 

Then he went on to recall some of the 
incidents of that 21st of September, 1863. 

“It was the bloodiest day I ever knew,” 
said he. “My company was literally cut to 
pieces. Of the seventy odd men we went in 
with the first day, we came out with about 
sixteen. Yes, I was near Crawfish spring, 
and it is true that it ran Diood that day. My 
company was H, of the Twenty-fifth infantry. 
Ooionel Williams twas our commander, and he 
| was killed in this battle. YPvery officer of a 

company next mine was killed, ieaving a 
sergeant in command. Our colors were shot 
down twice in that third day’s fighting. The 
first man who bore them was shot through 
‘he head and fell. The man avho caught the 
‘lors as they ‘were failing ‘was a few min- 
ites later shot through both thighs. Then, 
is the poor fellow was working his way by 
geans of his arms, dragging his ijegs, a ball 
jassed through both arms. The third maa 
Yas more fortunate, and ‘was made a lieu- 
tnant for his bravery. 

“By the way, Rufe Lester, now congress- 
nan from the first, Was the adjutant of our 
mgiment and was one of the- coolest fellows 
h trying times I ever saw. I recali one in- 
sence in that third day’s fighting which 
s10ws his coolness. He was galloping along 
it the thick of it, carrying his orders, awhen 
his horse was shot from under him. In 
some way he extricated himseif, though we 
ail thought he sas gone, then getting up 
he went to the horse’s head and paying no 
attention to the bullets that were whistling 
about, untied the bridle from his dying head. 
That bridle was a new one, and he didn’t 
propose to lose it. Slinging it over his 
shouider, Rufe trotted off to deliver his or- 
ders as unconcerned as he iwould be sitting 
here talking of it now. I don’t suppose there 
is much there now to recall those scenes, and 
I am glad it’s a peaceful mission that calls 
me.”’

BUILDING INSPECTORS MAKE A REPORT 


And tHe Council Calls on the Body to Make

When the mayor pro tem. called the meeting 
to order it was found that a working quorum 
on financial matters was not present and the 
object of the call was abandoned. As soon 
as it became apparent that the meeting could 
not transact the business for which it was 
called. a resolution was presented granting 
Engineer Bailer and others accesg to the maps 
and other papers of the city for the use of 
diagrams, etc., they are now making. 

Mr. Colvin introduced a resolution instruct- 
ing the building inspectors to make another 
and more careful examination of the Bell 
building on the corner of Marietta and Broad 
streets. 

The Old Bell Building. 

The building inspectors, in accordance with 
instructions from the mayor, have made a 
thorough examination of the old Bell building 
on the northeast corner of Marietta and 
Broad streets. 

The construction of the new building on 
the east side of the Bell building has given 
rise to fears that the building might not be 
safe. This caused the mayor pro tem. to in- 
struct the building inspectors to investigate 
the place. The inspectors, after going over 
it carefully, returned a report in which they 
declare that the building is safe.

NEW YORK, September 2i—[Special.'—The contin-

We have a storeroom on Peachtree, run- 
ning through to Broad, which we propose 
using as an exhibition room for. Atlanta 
made goods.

he goods can be arranged pretty much af- 
ter the style of a display at an exposition. 
The manufacturers who have space in the 
exposition store are allowed the privilege of 
having a salesman there to show the arti- 
cles to visitors and to sell to customers. 

We have seen nearly all the manufac- 
turers and only one man has discouraged 
the plan. He simply said that he couldn’t 
see much in it firhim. To my mind nothing 
can better adverfise what our manufac- 
turers are doing, and in that way do them 
& great amount of good. We intend to 
maintain the store permanently. We would 
not go into it if we thought it a matter of 
& year or two only.” 

After Mr. Black’s talk the association 
endorsed his scheme by a rising vote. 


The Industrial Catalogue. 


The association has in the press a cata- 
logue containing a complete directory of 
the manufacturing industries of the city 
and advertisements of their business.

Atlanta to Washington. 


THE SEABOARD AIRLINE CETTING LIVELY 


There Is Much Trouble Caused by the 
Quarantine Lawsi— Mississippi Has 
Made a State Law—Other Talk. 


Atlanta is to have another through ves- 
tibuled train to Washington running ov 
fast time. 

It is*the new train that the Seaboard 
Air-Line is going to put on between this 
city and Washington. The train will be 
a beauty, to use the term of the railroad 
people, and will be a delight for travelers 
north out of Atlanta. 

The train will be put on within the next 
few days. 

Every car will be vestibuled and the 
service will be of the best kind. The rail- 
road people say the train will be made up 
of sixty-five-foot cars all fitted up and fur- 
nished in the prettiest fashion imaginable. 
The arrangements have already been made 
with Pullman for the service of this hew 
train and it will add greatly to the ad- 
vantage of Atlanta in the matter of eart- 
ern connections when there are two full 
vestibuled trains running daily out of the 
city for the east, both going through to 
Washington without a single change. 

The schedule of the new train over the 
Seaboard <Air-Line has not been arranged 
yet but it will be made some shorter than 
the one of the present-fast train on the 
road. The new train will probably cut the 
time at least an hour or an hour and a 
half. 

The Seaboard Air-Line has determined to 
make better connections in Atlanta and at 
the other end of tne line and is fast build- 
ing itself up as one of the leading lines 
of railways in the scuth. 

The schedule iixers of the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern, which is a part of the 
Seaboard Air-Line, say they can cut their 
present sthedwe at least a half hour and 
think the other lines that go to make up 
the system can make similar cuts so as 
to bring down the schedule considerably 
between Atlanta and Washington. 

Mississippi Quarantines. 

And now cowes the state of Mississippi 
and says no more railroad trains shall run 
into that siate from the east without a 
thorough inepection. 

Yellow fevsec is the trouble. 

All of the ra:-roads are forced to stop 
their trains gving west when they reach 
the border line of Mississippi and Alabama 
and have ticm rumsacked by heakh officers 
who are in search for yellow fever germs. 

This caus+«s po little trouble to the roads, 
but it is somewhat avoided by allowing the 
otlicers to meet the trains some distance 
out and dv the inspection as the train 
moves on to the Mussissippi line.

They are operated just the same as those 
of Mississippi, and what is worse ail 
the WwwWus «aud cities in the siuie have 
local quaractine laws in addition to those 
of the state as a Whole. ‘his makes the 
trouble considerable. it in some way tends 
to make if bard to meet all the schedules 
of the roads that have to run over bocn 
states and (through many of the towns 
and cities of those states that are locked 
to all travelers until the inspection is had. 

ue of the Most considerubie injuries done 
the roads by these quarwntine iwWs is the 
breaklug up of maby schemes tor excur- 
sions and special traimus that have been 
contemplated and even advertised by the 
roads. ‘i’bere is no estimating the amount 
of worry and trouble the yeilow fever fright 
is giving the railroad people, but they bear 
it patiently because they can wel) under- 
staud the gravity of the situation. 

Freightis Getting Heavier. 

The freights of southern roads are get- 
ting heavier trom day to day as the tall 
season comes OD upace.

This wiil give the service oniy between 
Atlanta and Greensboro, but this is the 
part of the trip to Washington that brings 
in the need of these cars and for ‘this rea- 
son it is clear that the Pullman limited 
will lose none of its attractions over the 
Richmond and Danville. 

the L. & N. Wavts Laborers.

The opening of the car shops of the 
Louisville and Nashville causes « demand

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Mr. and Mrs. Merrifield Will Be Allowed 
to Leave Quarantine Today. 


THEY ARE VERY HAPPY IN CONSEQUENCE 


Interesting Interview with Mr. W.8S. Wil- 
son on Yellow Fever—He TellsiAbout 
we ithe New O1lsens Epidemic of 1876, 


After ten days’ imprisonment io Atlanta’s 
quarantine station, Mr. and Mrs. George Il. 
Merrifield will be given their liberty to- 
night. 

They will accept the permission of the 
health authorities to go with great alacrity 
and will avail themselves of it in such hasie 
that in two minutes after they are set free 
they will be on their way to the city. 

Their confinement in the quarantine station 
bas not, in the nature of things, been pleasant. 
The health officials have done everything in 
their power to make the stay of the two 
pass easily and pleasantly, but the station 
is a crude, hastily improvised affair. Besides 
the discomfort, the isolation and enforced 
separation from all society save that of their 
keepers, was hard to bear. 

But Mr. Merrifield and his good wife stood 
the trying test exeeedingly well and have 
not the slightest complaint to offer. They 
were treated with the greatest kindness and 
consideration and realize that the health 
board did what was best under the circum.. 
stances. 

Mr. Merrifield and wife have seen no one 
except Inspector Veal, the two men who 
stay at the quarantine station and the physi- 
clans who have visited them almost daily. 
What they will do on securing thelr freedom 
is not known. It is by no means likely that 
they will return to Brunswick. 

Some people still believe that there is a 
likelihood of yellow fever finding its ways 
here. Physicians and others who know about 
the disease do not share in this opinion. 

Mr. W. S. Wilson, president of the Chero- 
kee Coal and Lumber Company, of tbis city, 
has had lots of experience with the dread 
disease, having been in New Orleans during 
the epidemic of 1878. 

“The fever that year was very fatal,’’ said 
he, “the worst form being at Grenada, Miss. 
It was promulgated by contact and infection. 
It went to the clean and filthy portions alike. 
One of the strangest cases within my knowl- 
edge was that of a man who kept a bone 
factory, or rendering establishment, His place 
and surroundings were extremely filthy and 
he was the last man in the city to take the 
fever. I called the attention of thagelebrated 
Dr. D. Warren Brickell to this case and 
asked him why-in his opinion, the fever did 
net reach the man sooner. ‘Well,’ said he, 
‘the only way that I can account for it is 
that with this fever a little filth is very un- 
healthy, but a great deal is healthy.’ When 
it comes to the origin or eause of yellow fe- 
ver, an honest doctor will,tell you that he 
does not know anything about it. The germ 
theory is not thoroughly preven. Such men 
as Vrofessor Stanford E. Chaille, of New 
Orleans, have been looking for the germs for 
years. I lived in New Orleans eight years 
and was a member of the sanitary associa- 
tion for six years, This commission did 
great good to the city, and was composed of 
very able men of all professions, the presi- 
dent being Mr. Charles Fi. Fenner. Atlanta 
needs just such a commission to keep the 
city in a proper sanitary condition as it 
grows.”’ 

“Cun this Bronswick fever spread in At- 
lanta?’’ he was asked. 

“T am sure it cannot. From the reports 
by the press it seems that this fever is in 
the air, oF propagated by infection. There 
seems To be no instance where it was carried 
by contact or touch, 

“In 1878 my father, Dr. Stainback ‘Wilson, 
had an office in front of the Markham honse, 
and Dr. John C. Westmoreland had his office 
opposite. A man came here from New Or- 
leans with yellow fever and Dr. Westmore- 
land teok bim to his office and treated him. 
The man died with black yomit. Dr. West- 
moreland and my father offered to sleep in 
the room with the patient, and afterwards 
with the corpse to demonstrate to the citizens 
that the disease would not spread here. 

“I do not believe there is the least bit of 
danger of yellow fever spreading here this 
nowy Redan fever is not of the contagious

: ‘ y. wrantine should be aban- 
doned, the Brunswick people invited to take 
& bath, leave their old clothes at home and 
come and be welcomed in the city.”
